the present invention consisting of improved means for detaohably securing 
the blades or ends without the use of cottars. 

In order that this invention may be clearly understood and more easily 
carried into practice I have appended hereunto a sheet of drawings upon which 
I have illustrated the nature of niy said invention: — 5 

Figure 1 is a view of the pick head. 

Figure 2 is a front view of the pick blade. 

Figure -j is a front view of the axe end. 

Figure 4 is a plan of the head. 

Figure 5 is a side view of Figure 3. 10 

Figure G is a side view of Figure 2. 

Figure 7 is a front view of the hammer head. 

In carrying this invention into effect a ferrule / is mounted upon the end 
of the pick handle The two ends a of the ferrule are provided with dove- 
taile<l recesses preferably wedge shaped, i.e. the sides are formed taper so that 15 
the onening at the one end is wider than the other end rt•^ The ends b of 
the blades or tools are tenon shai>ed and are arranged to slide into the dove- 
tailed recesses in the ferrule / from the eu<l a- the blades being secured into 
position by the wedging action of the ends in the tapered dovetailed recesses. 

The ends of the tenons b are recessed at e which recess engages with a 20 
bridge piece c at the one end of the dovetailed rece.>s for the purpose of 
preventing the tenon from jamming in the ferrule. 

If desired a piu or cottar may be pa.^.^ed through holes d at the wide end of 
the recess for the purpose of additionally retaining the blade ends in the 
ferrule and preventing them from flyinpr'off. 25 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed I declare that what 

I claim is: — 

1st. In picks having detachable ends the improved means whereby the tools 
and blades are dctachably secured in position by their tenon shaped ends 30 
engaging with tapered dovetaileil recesses in the ^ends of the ferrule or head 
of the pick substantially as herein set forth. 

2nd. In picks of the kind described in Claim I the combination of a recess 
in the tenons of the tools and blades with a bridge on the ends of the ferruie 
substantially as and for the purpose herein set forth. 3^
